The City's Community Project Funding request will be used to complete a long needed pedestrian sidewalk 
along Wolf Road. Without a safe pedestrian thoroughfare, residents of the multifamily housing units are 
forced to walk on a gravel shoulder of Wolf Road or directly on the road when the shoulder is impassable 
due to snow in the winter months.

Project started with completion by Spring 23'

The proposed Wolf Road sidewalk is a desperately needed pedestrian walkway to provide safe travel for the 
City's high density, multifamily buildings on the eastside of town. Over 6,000 residents live in the multifamily 
housing adjacent to Wolf Road and pedestrians' only current option is to walk on the gravel shoulder of Wolf 
road to access the City's Metra Station, Pace bus stop, Harper College campus, and local businesses. 
Pedestrian travel in the winter months is made especially more dangerous as snow accumulation on the 
shoulder of Wolf Road forces residents to walk directly on Wolf Road, sharing the busy street with motor 
vehicles. The Wolf Road sidewalk would not only provide a much needed safe option for pedestrian 
commuting but the sidewalk would also reduce the use of motor vehicles thus lowering greenhouse gas 
emissions and combating global warming.
